Nor can we forget that it also teaches our people 
asad and distressing lesson, and the thoughtful 
citizen, who views its fair peapertione cannot fail to 
recall the tragedy of death, which brought grief 
and mourning to every household in the land. But 
while American citizenship stands aghast and af- 
frighted that murder and assassination should lurk

Durivg the delivery of his address, tho 
pcsident Was frequently interrupted by ont- 
bursts of applause. He spoke flaently, in a 
clear voice, which was audible to most of the 
crowd that filled the circle before the stand. 
When he hsd concluded the band played 
“Hail, Cclumbia,” and Rev. Mr. Power, who 
was pastor of Garfield's church in this city, 
prononneed the benediction. The troops were 
then dismissed a1.d the ceremonies brought to 
an end.

The statue, which is of bronze, is the design 
of Sculptor Ward, who also designed the eques- 
trian statueof General Thomas, in thiscity. It is 
10 fe et 8 inches in height and represents General 
Garfield in the act of delivering an address, 
with his right band resting on a column anda 
manuecript held in his left. The pose of the 
figure iseasy and unconventional. Recumbent 
idcal figures at each corner of the triangular 
pedestal represent the student, warrior and 
statesrman, typifying the three potitions in Mr. 
Garfield’s career. Bronze tablets above the 
figures bear a globe, trumpet and sword, and 
laurel wreath, inciosing the scales of justice.

WHERE SEDGEWICK FELL. 


The Spot Marked by a Tablet Set Up by His 
Soldiers. 

FREDERICKSBURG, Va.,May 12.—Abt an early 
hour this morning, all the visiting members of 
the Sixth army corps, who have come to Vir- 
ginia to dedicate the memorial tablet of Gen- 
eral Sedgewick, were on their way to the bat- 
tlefield of Spottsylvania courthouse. Many 
went by way of Salem church, in order to see 
again the old shot-riddied structure near,which 
General Sedgwick’s corps had a severe battle 
with Lee’s forces in 1563. At about eleven 
o'clock the veterans reached the battlefield, 
where they were met and warmly weicomoed 
by a large nomber of Virginians, including 
many ex-confederates, who had gathered there 
to greet them and to witness the ceremonies, 
Generel H.G. Wright, as presiding officer, 
called the assemblage to order at the monu- 
nent, and prayer was offered by J. N. Rittner, 
late brevet captain of the 49th Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. — : 

After music by the Fredericksburg band, 
General Wright delivered the opening address, 
and the following letter was read from Presi- 
dent Cleveland: ‘2 

EXECUTIVE MANSION, WASHINGTON, April 28, 1887.— 
John Rodgers, recording secretary, ete.—My dear 
sir: I have today received an invitation, on behali 
of the Sedgwick Memoriab association, to attend, 
on the 12th of May next. the dedication ofa mon- 
ument which shall mark the spot where Major 
General John Sedgwick was killed. The patriotic 
sentimentand devotion which erect among the 
busy throngsof life imposing monuments in mem- 
ory of those who died in battle, supply proot of 
that love and appreciation of our soldier dead 
which is deeply interwoven as a part of our na- 
tional life; but when ground is marked and set apart 
where, in valo: ous fights, blood was shed aud a 
sacrifice of life was made which preserved us as a 
nation, a holy shrine is erected where all who love 
their country may devoutly worship Elaborate 
shafts of marble fittingly remind us of our soldier 
dead and of their braveryand patriotism, but 
the touching service your association contem plates 
shall chssien all cur thoughts of them by pointin 
out, on the sacred ground, the spot where bloo 
was bravely shed and a life was patriotically of-

sisted by six officers of General Getty’s division. 
General J. W. Latta, of Pennsylvania, orator of 
the day then delivered his address, which was 
listened to with profound attention and was 
frequently interrupted by applause. 

Atitsconclusion Lieutenant-Colonel Pingree, 
ex-governcr of Vermont, made an earnest 
epeech, in which he expressed the hope that 
this country would never again be involved in 
war, but if war should come, all, hesaid, would 
be union men. The speaker was frequently 
applauded, and his speech, as a whole, was en- 
thusiastically received. 

Benediction was then pronounced by Chap- 
lain John W. Sabres, of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, of Pennsylvania. Late in the 
afternoon the veterans returned to F'redesicks- 
burg, where a camp-fire is now being held by 
the ex-Confederates’ association.

The Irish Editor Introduced to Members of Parlia- 

ment—-His Bemarks Received With Oheers— 
Letters from Several Prominent Uanadi- 
aus—Trouble Feared at Torocto. 


QuEBrEC, May 12,--The greeting which met 
William O’Brien on his arrival in this city 
might be regarded asa triumph. It seemed on 
the arrival of the train at the depot as though 
the whole city had turned out to cheer and 
welcome the author of the “Plan of Cam- 
paign.” A committee escorted Mr. O’Brien to 
the local parliament house, where he was in- 
treduced to many. of the members. Mr. 
O’Brien expreased exceeding delight at the 
way in which he was received. On entering 
the parliament house, Owen Murphy, member 
for Quebec, introduced him in the legislative 
acsembly, and John Hearn in the legislative 
council, or the upper house. 

At the time a motion ofa want of confidence 
in the government, in relation to the federation 
act, was being debated in French, which lan- 
guage Mr, O'Brien speaks fluently. All of the 
members, French, English and Irish, alike 
crowded around the editor, conversing with 
him eagerly and shaking him warmly by the 
hara, 

Speaker Marchand, of the legislative agsemb- 
ly,and De La Bruyere,of the legislative council, 
requested special interviews after the adjourn- 
ment of both houses and expressed warm sym- 
pathy for Mr. O’Brien. : 

What was most significant at tonight’s mect- 
ing, which was held in the Academy of Music, 
aside from the crowded house and enthusiasm 
of the audience, and what Mr. O’Brien remark- 
ed upon in an especial way, were letters from 
Prime Minister Mercer, tory; Solicitor-General 
E. J. Flynn, and James McShane, commissioner 
of sgriculture and public works, expressing 
sympathy for Ireland andfor the espec'al 
chject of Mr. O’Brien’s visit. Jeremiah 
Gallagher, president of the local branch 
of the National league, occupied the chair, and 
spoke severely ofthe governor general in his 
epeningaddress. When Mr. O’Brien’s turn 
eame to speak the scene of enthusiasm was 
even greater than that with which Montreal 
gieeted him. The audience, many of whom 
were women, cheered as aunitand waved hats, 
handkerchiefs and umbrellas franticaily in the 
air. 

In his speech Editor O'Brien said: 

I have te express my acknowledgments not mere- 
ly to friends, but to. opponents, for the courtesy and 
fair play I have received up to the present time. I 
believe that many prejudices and misunderstand: 
ings, which bave arisen with reference to my visit, 
are being already dispelled, and lam confident that 
the . more the subject was thrashed out the 
more severely every humane i and. lib- 
erty-loving man, in Canada would 
coudemn the conduct of Lord Lansdowne and the 
more they would recognize that this visit was the 
only meaus left to avert the total destruction of an 
eutire community of oppressed and cruelly- 
wrongea tenants.

A Monument to Commemorate the Memory 
of General Washington. 


NEw York, May 12.-.-—([Special.]—The 
Southezn society had a very important and en- 
thusiastic meeting tonight at Delmonico’s.

Another Effort to Come to a Compromise on 
Virginia’s Debt. 

RICHMOND, Va., May 12.—The new proposi- 
tion ef the English commisioners was submitt- 
«cd to the legislative committee this morning, 
aud is now under consideration. Thoagh noi 
cficially given out, itis stated to be sub- 
stantially as follows: ‘The principal of the 
cebt is fixed at $28,000,000, past due coupons to 
be funced at seventy-five cents on the dollar 
bearing three per cent interest and redeem- 
able at fifty cents on the dollar in cash, the 
McCulloch bonds to bear two and one-half per 
cent interest, the new bonds to run fifty years 
redeemable at pleasure by the state, but inter- 
est to be paid on the full amount until the 
principal is cancelled. Under this proposition, 
the amount to be paid annually will be from 
$310,000 to $820,000. 1t is not believed this 
propesition will be favorably entertained by 
the committee. 

Itis reported tonight that the legislative 
committee, after considering the proposition 
submitted by the English commissioners this 
morning, laid before the latter a counter propo- 
tition cffering to pay three per cont interest on 
the consols and McCulloch bonds, which are to 
be ecaled at the rate of seventy-five cents on 
the dollar for consols, and 624 cents on the 
dollar for the McCulloch bonds. The coupon 
feature is to be retained and the state is to pay 
at least $5,000,000 in cash on past due interest. 
There will be a joint meeting of the two com- 
missions tomorrow morning.

CONNAUGHT CAN COME 


AND CELEBRATE HIS QUEEN 


MOTHER’S JUBILEE. 


A Motion to Grant Leave of Absence to the Duke 
Causes @ Lively Debate on Giving Positions to 
Boyail Nincompsops Instead of Granting 
Them to Efficient and Worthy Men. 


Lonpon, May 12,—In the house of commons 
teday, Sir John Gorst, parliamentary secretary 
to the India office, moved a second reading of 
the bill granting leave of absence to the duke 
of Connaught, commander of forces in India, in 
order that he might attend the jubilee festivi- 
ties. 

Lewis Dillwyn, liberal, moved to reject the 
motion. He said there was a strong feeling in 
the couxtry against the appointment of exiled 
personages to positions of command over the 
heads of others. If theappeintment were tobe 
given on account of relationship to the throne 
the persons so appointed ought to be under the 
same conditions that applied to others. 

Sir John Swinburne, liberal, retired captain 
of the royal navy, seconded the Dillyn motion. 
He condemned the system under which royal- 
ties had the choice of the places in the army 
and navy without having passei through the 
different grades. There was the duke of Cam- 
bridge, now field marshal, who had never 
served either as ensign, lieutenant, captain, 
major or lieutenant-colonel. 

The speaker, interrupting, said the member 
was going beyond the question. The bill only 
concerned the return of the duke of Con- 
naught, 

Sir John, continuing, said it would be a 
graceful act on the part of the duke of Con- 
naught, to retire in order thatsome distin- 
guished officer might take his place. There 
was an enormous amount of ineffective service 
and a waste of money in consequence of exalt- 
ed persons holding high rank. 

a speaker here ruled Sir John out of 
order, 

Mr. Labouchere denounced the bill as obse- 
quious and servile. 

A division was taken, resulting ina vote of 
318 in favor, and 45 againt the bill. 

In consequence of the habitual absence of 
Mr. Balfour from the house during the Irish 
debate, Campbe)l Bannerman today tried to as- 
certain whether the government intended that 
the duties of the chief secretary should devolve 
upon Colonel King Harmon, and why Mr. 
Balfour shirked the duty of responding to 
questions. , 

Mr. Smith, first lord of the treasury, excused 
Mr. Balfour on the ground of pressure of Irish 
business. The ministerialists expect that Mr. 
Balfour will withdraw from the Irish office 
immediately after the passage of the crimes 
bill. Mr, Balfour is unable to overtake the 
work of the department, and suffers from men: 
tal strain. Mr. Ritchie, president of the local 
government board, whois of stronger physi- 
que, is willing to accept the post of Irish secre- 
tary. 

Labouchere moved to reduce the amount for 
the jubilee services in Westminster Abbey from 
£17,C00 to £2,000. Rejected by a vote of 208 
to &4, 

The breach in the personal relations of Mr. 
Gladstone with Hartington and Chamberlain 
is now complete. Untilrecently their political 
differences did not cause a cessation of their 
personal intercourse. Now, however, when 
ihey meet inthe lobbies of the house of com- 
mons, they do not speak, and do not even ex- 
change salntations, Mr. Chamberlain sits 
close to Mr. Gladstone in the house, but neither 
the kes a sign of recognition. 

The government decided that during the dis- 
cussion on the coercion bill the house of com- 
mcns will not be allowed to adjourn on any 
day untila certain number of amendments 
have been disposed of. The government 
ay reed toan amendment suggested by unionists, 
limiting conspiracies to which the penalty of 
eummary punishment shall attach to such com- 
binations as are punishable by the present law. 

Mr. Parnell, who is unfit for prolonged work, 
rejurns to London on urgent pressire from the 
Parnellites. Mr. Morley proposes that he and 
Mr. Gladstone confer with Messrs. Parne!l and 
Dijlon in order to arrange for concerted action 
cn amendments to the crimes bill. Mr, Glad- 
stene is opposed to purely obstructive tactics. 
He wants the Parnellites to fight the clauses of 
the bill on the merits of their amendments, 


GLADSTONE CRITICIZED. 


He is Taken to Task for His Speech at the 
Luncheon. 

LONDON, May 12.—The Times, in an Sarticle 
on Mr. Gladstone’s speech at luncheon to non- 
conformist ministers af Dr, Parker’s residence 
yesterday, says : 

It isthe most candid revelation a liberal un- 
ionist could desire of the objects and operafious of 
their opponents in parliament. . 

The Standard this morning says: 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech is so extraordinary that It 
is dificult to regard it asthe serious utterance of 
a statesman who has been premier. It will add 
fresh strength toa disaffected element, and will 
lend an impetustothe struggle against the au- 
thority of the civil government. If any thing 
could induce the nationals not to yield in their 
efforts to make the unwritien law supreme, it 
would be the opinion of Mr. Gladstone has seen 
fit to deliver on the morality of boycotting and his 
justification of that most cruel and tyrannical of 
the league’s methods. 

John Bright writes as follows about the Par- 
nell-Dillon-Times affair: 

Allthe Times charges consist of evidence con- 
tributed by the rebel conspirators themselves, and 
statements drawn from .United Lreland, the Irish 
Wor'!d and other papers edited by or the property 
of active conspirators. The facta are their own 
facts. The Times did not inventthem. It only 
arranged them go the public could understand the 
cese. Parliament should have nothing to do with 
the matter These conspirators and their papers 
charged Earl Spencer and Mr. Forster with murder 
in knowingly banging innocent men. Parliament 
did not interfere then to protect Spencer and Fors- 
ter.

THE PARIS EXHIBITION. 


Reasons Why England Will Not Take Part 
in the Affair. 

Lonpow, May 12.—Lord Salisbury, in in- 
forming Mr. Waddington, French ambassador, 
that the government regretted that it was 
obliged to refuse to take an official part in the 
Paris exhibition, explained that an acceptance 
of France’s invitation would involve the forma- 
tion of a commission, over which the prince of 
Wales would have to preside as heir to the 
throne, and that this would place the prince in 
an awkward position as the sole monarchical 
representative recognizing the celebration of 
the revolution of 17¢9. Lord Salisbury promised 
that the amplest aseistance would be given, un- 
officially, to English and colonial h desir- 
ing to take part im the exhidition. It is re- 
ported that the French cabinet is considering 
the advisability of limiting the exhibition to 
products of France and her colonies.

CANADA AND THE UNITED STATES’ 


Remarks of Sir Gharles Tupper in the Cana- 
dian Parliament. 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 12.—Sir Charles Tupper 
today delivered the budget’s speech in parlia- 
ment. The speaker said the outlook for the 
country was of the brightest, the oniy. cloud 
on the horizon being the threat of non-inter- 
course on the part of the United States, All 
parties in Canada were sgreed that it was the 
duty of the government to maintain Canada’s 
admitted rights. Before accepting the high 
commiesionership, he (Tupper) visited 
Washington and had a longinterview with the 
late secretary of state, Frelinghuysen. He re- 
gretted that the government of which Freling- 
buysen was — aa — not returned to 
power, not use (Tupper's) sympathies 
were with either one party or the other in the 
Uvited States, but because a democratic ad- 
ministration with a republican majority in the 
senate was hel to carry out any 
arrangements it might propose. His intercourse 
with leading statesmen of Great Britain led 
him to believe that the imperial government 
would have to steadily maintain Canada’s 
rights. He regretted the course the American. 
government had pursued on the fisheries 
question. He believed that the interests of 
the two countries were bound up in increased 
commercial relations and extended reciprocal 
arrangements, and that it would be a great 
misfortune if anything were to prevent recip- 
roeal trade arrangements being arrived at. 

Daring the past fifty yearsthe balance of 
trade between the United Statesand Canada 
was $350,000,000 in favor of the United States, 
and the United States had been very largely 
the gainers under any trade system in vogue 
between the two countries. If the policy of 
non-intercourse was carried out, it could be 
met by the imperial government discriminat- 
ing against grain arriving in England from 
United States ports. Such discrimination 
would greatly develop the grain-prodacing in- 
dustry in Canada. 

Besides this, through freight, which today 
was assisting to buildup New York, Boston 
and Portland, would arrive at Causdian porta 
and assist in building them up, besides aiding 
Canadian railways. He believed that au im- 
position of duty on American grain by the im- 
perial government would not increase the price 
of bread in England, as with India, and Cana. 
ca, in competition, the price woald bs kept 
down. He hoped and believed that a policy of 
non intercourse would not be adopted but if it 
were, the United States would find tin Canada 
people détermined on maintaining their admit- 
ted rights. 


MORE TROUBLE WITH ENGLAND. 


The Seizure of Two British Schooners in 
Behring’s Sea. 

OTTAWA, Ont., May 12 —The correspondence 
with reference to the seizure of British Colum- 
bia sealers in Behring’s sea was brought down 
in parliament tonight. The Canadian govern- 
ment has demanded reparation from the 
United States for the seizures, but in his latest 
reply, dated in January, Secretary Bayard said 
he could not come to any decision until certain 
papers reached him frem Alaska. 

Inthe meantime he gave instructions for 
the release of the schooners. Since then the 
raptains of the vessels have put in large claims 
for damages, British Minister West, in con- 
versation with Mr. Bayard, represented to him 
the unjustifiable nature of the seizures. Mr. 
Bayard contended that the United States had 
obtained the right to Behring’s sea from the 
Russians, Mr. West then pointed out that 
when Russia had Alaska the United otates 
government contested claims similar to those 
it was now making, which Mr. Bayard admit- 
ted. Mr. West, however, in his dispatch to 
the imperial government s2ys Mr. Bayard was 
very conciliatory.

A petition was alco received from the board 
of trade of Hartwell, Ga, complaining of the 
upjust discrimination of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad company in favor of Elber- 
ton, a rival town, 

The commission {received a formal joint peti- 
tion from the Denver and Rio Grande railroad 
company and the Denver and Rio Grande Wes- 
tern railway company aeking for relief from 
the operation of section four. 

A committee of citizens of Athens, Ala, have 
written to the commission asking that railroads 
in that section of the state be permanently re- 
lieved from the operation of the fourth section. 

CHARLESTON, May 12.—The Charleston cot- 
ton exchange ae a resolution teday. declar- 
ing that the only way of testing the practical 
value of the interstate law is the enforcement 
of all its provisions, particularly the fourth 
section.

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TWO NOTABLE MEN 
Who Hare Won Renown in North Georgia— 


Colonel L. J. Alred and James Simmons 


From the Ellijay, Ga., Courier. 
There isa commonplace trend and an air of 


prosaic monotony abont the passing events of 
todey, and although characterized by the bril- 
lisncy of the times, they lose their spell on the 
minds of men as recurring scenes re- 
place the forms of their rapidly retreating pre- 
decessors. The restless spirit of man seems to 
find a satiation in the flurry and glareof events 
of the hour, and men look not upon their 
splendor as a thing of legacy. But not so with 
the things of long ago. The disposition of men 
is rather to regard even the most staid and 
common transactions of early history with a 
partial favor and veneration, 

During the recent term of Pickens superior 

court a Courier man while visiting the scene of 
justice’s doings, sought out two of her oldest 
citizens and from them learned scraps of 
Pickens history that shine like the glamour of 
fiction. Mr. James Simmons and Colonel 
Lemuel J. Alred are the men whose hoary 
locks are the finger-boards of her history, and 
their reminiscence of men and things prior and 
during the organization of Pickens as a county 
of Georgia are indeed interesting to one of to- 
day. 
Mr. Simmons moved to his present home on 
the old Federal road, two miles west of Jasper, 
that General Hickory Jackson’s army cut on 
its famous march from Athens, Tennessee, to 
Athens. Georgia. It was back in the days of 
the thirties, when the stealthy tread of the red 
man lurked beneath the encroaching footsteps 
of civilization, and all this entire section, 
known as the Cherokee domain in Georgia, was 
called Cherokee county. He moved to this 
country in 1835, five years before the removal 
of the Indians by the federal government. His 
home is known far and near as one of hospitali- 
ty and welcome, and it served as a hotel in the 
early travel through this entire section by 
horse-drovers and general travelers, The 
place is on a gradual eminence, shaded by the 
ceaseless twitter of tall and stately aspens trees 
and the old mansion bears the image of its 
original styles and customs, and its weather- 
beaten visage shows the remorseless ravage of 
time. Itis dotted on its outskirts by large 
chestnut trees that have each year borne their 
fruitage of burs that have gladdened the heart 
of many alittle urchin. The old homestead 
has an air of warmth and welcome, and every 
one who knows the spot points to its time- 
honored identity with a proud veneration, 
Mr. Simmons was eighty-four years old the 14th 
of last month; his people know him, and love 
and venerate him, His life -has been one of 
ceaseless activity, his services have been in: 
valuable to his country, his character is spot- 
less and above reproach, his name is a syno- 
nym of honesty and integrity, and his word is 
regarded as a bonded oath. The old gentleman 
isin his declining years, and although his 
hearing is seriously impaired his eyesight re- 
tains its youthful perceptibility with remark- 
able accuracy. He stated tothe Courier man 
that he could kill a squirrel with a rifle gan 
now almost as well as at any period of his life. 
He has occupied several places of note and dis- 
tinction among his fellow citizens as a reward 
of his meritorious worth. He twice represented 
this district in the Georgia senate, and was a 
member of the Georgia secession convention 
that carried the state out ofthe union. Itis a 
fact of history that he, with two others, refused 
to sign the ordinances of secession, though 
when Georgia joined the column of seceding 
states be cost his fortunes with the destiny of 
the corifederacy. 

He has always been a leading and one of the 
most progressive men of the county. With 
him life will have its greatest reward in the 
aftermath of existence, the influence of his life 
has, and will, tell on the history of that 
county. His services will not probably be 
known and appreciated by the peopleof the 
state at large, because the leading journals of 
Georgia have failed to record his life and do- 
ings. But bis community knows them and 
will remember them. 

Colonel L. J. Alred is another conspicuous 
landmark of Pickens county. His life and do- 
ings are interwoven and have become a part 
and parcel of her identity. His services as a 
politician and Jaw-maker date from the incipi- 
ency of this region as alawabiding community. 
He was born in Pickens, South Carolina, 1814, 
and removed to Cherokee county, Georgia, in 
early manhood. In 1851 he was elected to the 
legislature from Cherokee county, which posi- 
ticn he held till the close of 1854. Colonel 
Joseph Pickett represented Gilmer county at 
that time. Colonel Alred introduced the bill 
inthe legislature which convened then in 
Milledgeville, that made Pickens county. It 
was cut off from Gilmer and the old Cherokee 
county. The bill never passed the house until 
in 1853, and the county was organized in 1854, 
A wealthy gentleman from South Carolina then 
living at Whitepath in Gilmer county, loitered 
about the lobby of the legislature, and told 
Colonel Alred he would work for his bill if he 


| would let him (Fields) name the new county. 


This the colonel consented to do, and Fields 
went to work actively for the measure, 
When the bill passed Fields went befvre the 
committee on naming and offered the name of 
“Pickens” for the new county in honor of 
General Pickens of South Carolina, Field’s 
pative state. The name was adopted, and in 
1854the county was organized by electing 
Steve Griffith, Elsebury Tarbntton, James 
Tally, Jesse Padget and Willis West judges of 
the inferior court. Griffith said when installed 
that “I don’t know ad—m bit of law, but 
I know what’s justice.” Tarbutton could 
neither read nor write, but made one of the 
best jndges of the bench. That wasin the days 
of home-spun honesty when men rezarded 
truth and the right with a zealous care. Buck 
Sosebee was elected first sheriff over Bill Foster 
who not many years ago murdered a man near 
Jerusalem in that county and was sentenced to 
ten yearsin the chaingang. 

John Wofford was elected first clerk of the 

inferior court, and William Tate first clerk of 
the superior court. None of those oflicers are 
now living except Mr. Tate, father of young 
Carter Tate, the present representative of 
Pickens, and probably Judge West of the in- 
ferior court, who moved to Texas some years 
ago. 
“The court proceeded to lay offa town and 
name it. After the place was located Mr. Sim- 
mons proposed the name of “Mt. Vernon” as 
the appellation of the new-born little city. 
Alred offered the name of “Jasper,” which the 
court accepted. 

Colonel Alred was elected a member of the 
house twice and the senate once, before the 
wer, and a number of times since. The most 
hotly contested race probably of this section 
before the war was between Colonel Sam Tate 
and Colonel Lem Alred, for the senate. Tate 
wae’ wealthy, ambitious and generous, and 
spent money lavishly, while Alred was a 
shrewd politician, popular and understood the 
cord of public sympathy. The campaign _re- 
sulted in a victory of Tate by a majority of 
only 57. They were warm and fast friends. 
After the election Alred was appointed execu: 
tive messenger by Joe Browp, who had just 
been chosen governor at that election. The 
Tate family has always been .a wealthy infiu- 
ential and leading one of Pickens, their vast 
possession of wealth in marble being a prime 
cause of the family’s notoriety,

We were shown the other day, by Judge 
Wellborn, an old Spanish coin, that was found 
in the Coosa gold mine, five miles southeast of 
Blairsville, fifteen or twenty feet beneath the 
surface. Itisof copper and somewhat larger 
than the old copper cent. From attrition most 
of the court of arms, lettering, date, etc., have 
been almost worn away, but enough is left that 
under a 257 shows it to bea coin of the early 
part of the 16th century or earlier, and was 
probably brought here by De Soto. This i3a 
strong link in the testimony going to show 
that De Soto and his band of adventurers 
through that part of north Georgia, and 
worked these mines for gold, or that some of 
the Indians with whom they had intercourse,in 
some other|part of thefsouth,lostjit there,while 
searching for gold. Be this as it may, it isa 
very curious coin, and one which we think 
would be highly prized by antiquarians.

THE HALF CENTURY COMPLETED. 


The Turning of An Erain the Life of Emory 
College. 

OXFORD, Ga., May 12.—[{Special]---Emory 
college has attained the hoary age of fifty 
years. On the 6th of February, 1837, the firat 
board of trustees of Emory college held their 
first meeting in Covington and elected Dr. Ig- 
natias A. Few president of their body, with 
George W. Lane secretary. This board of trus- 
tees was composed of Ignatius A. Few, Elizah 
Sinclair, Charles Hardy, Samuel J. Bryan, Al- 
exander Speer, Lovick Pierce, David P. Hill- 
house, Charles H. Sanders, William P. Graham, 
Lucius P. Wittich, Iverson L. Graves and 
George F. Pierce, who werethe founders of the 
college. On February 7, 1837, the board of 
thustecs visited and selected the present site 
and consecrated it to its noble purpose. 

There pioneers did not sleep and dream over 
their great project aud wait for the college to 
rise mysteriously, but, possessing indomitable 
energy, they begun work at once toward caus- 
ing their noble aspirations to crystalize. 

On the following December 8, 1837, the col- 
lege Wus ready for a corps of instractors, and 
the boszd of trustees elected Ignatius A. Fow 
president of Emory college, with Archelaus H,. 
Mitchell professor of philosophy, and for the 
time being professor of natural philosophy and 
belles lettres; Alexander Means professor of 
eatural sciences, Harry B. Lane professor of 
mathematics and civil engineeridg, and Georze 
W. Lane professor of ancient languages—a fac- 
ulty containing. five members.

The first class to graduate was composed of 
three members and graduated in IS41. 

From 1841 to 1862 iaclusivo college was con- 
tinteus and classes were graduated every year 
until the exercises were suspended on account 
ef the late war, and the boys, who were old 
enongh, enlisted in the southern cause. Col- 
lege exercises Were resumed immediately after 
the war and the next class to graduate was in 
i868, which wascomposed of only two members. 
During the war the cullege buildings were con- 
verted into hospitals for southern soldiers. 
Since ‘68 inclusive classas have graduated every 
year, 

Eight hundred and fifty-eight inclusive of 
the present senior clacs have graduated here, 
and about 6,000 all told have attended college 
here, 2,000 of which were aided by the college in 
their efforts to receive an education. 

Degrees of honor have been conferred by 
Emory upon many who deserved them, and 
sorsibly a few who did rotdeserve them. D. D. 
was conferred by Emory upon Thomas O. Sam- 
mer; D. D. and L. L. D. upon A. Means; D. D. 
upon Bishop H. N. McTyeire; D. D. upon A. G. 
Haygood; L. L. D. upon A, A. Lipscomb; D. D, 
upon Bishop Hargrove; L. LD. upon Bishop 
Marvin, aud D. D. and L. L. D. upon Young J. 
Allen, which is a brief list of some of the emi- 
nent men honored by Emory college. 

A sub-freshman class was added to the col- 
lege in October. 1579, and placed in charze of 
Rev. Luncy H. Harris. This ciass took the 
place of the former preparatory department. 

Between 1880 and 1852 Mr. George I. Seney, 
of New York, added a donation of $75,000 to 
the endowment fund; gave about $45,000 for 
the erection of the magnificent building which 
is now known as “Seney Hall,” and gave $5,000 
towards liquidating the old debt of the college 
—making a total of $125,000. 

By gifts of friends, both north and south, a 
school of technology was added to the college 
in October 1884. This department has made 
rapid progress and is now finishing up an 
engine for THE ATLANTA CONSTITUTION, and 
also manufactures as fine tools ascan be made 
in this country. 

Although it is the general opinion that 
Emory college is engaged only in the manu- 
facture of preachers, there is no theological de- 
partment here, and your correspondent wants 
this distinctly understood so that he will never 
be asked again if he is a minister. Preachers 
are instructed here in the same manner as other 
students, aud they do their preacher-making 
studying outside of their college course. How- 
oka many eminent divines have graduated 

ere. 

The college is comparatively frae from debt, 
and its financial condition is good and healthy. 

There are about two hundred and twenty-five 


students enrolled this year, and the outlook 


for the future is flattering. 

The fiftieth anniversary will be celebrated 
with apprepriate sergices at the alumni re- 
union, on Tuesday afternoon of next com- 
mencement,and notably by an address by 
Secretary of the Interior L, Q.C, Lamar, who 
graduated herein 1845.

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ONE MAN DEAD 


AND ANOTHER IN A FAIR WAY TO 
DIE. 


Four Pistol Shots Arouse the Town of Senoisa—T. M. 
Burdette Murders L. W. Couch, and is Gimscif 
Mortally Wounded in the Death Strugzgie 
~The Fatal Difficulty Desoribed. 


Senora, Ga, May 12.—[Special.J—L. W. 
Couch is dead. 

T. N. Burdette killed him. 

Four pis‘ol shots, one fearfal gash with a 
hatehet, one soul launched into eternity, and 
another life hangs by a thread, 

Just as the sun had set on Wednesday after- 
noon, and mesi of the merchants had closed 
their stores and gone home, a horrible and 
sickening tragedy occurred in front of Mr. L. 
S. Shepherd’s store. The citizens of our quiet 
community were made to shudder with horror 
as the details of the bloody encounter came to 
their ears, 

AN OLD DIFFICULTY. 

The men ramed had a difficulty about two 
weeks ago. They were neighbors, and a differ- 
ence as to their chickens terminated in a quarrel 
in which hot words were spoken by both par- 
ties. Thus began the trouble which has been 
brewing ever since, and tonight witnesses its 
final and horrible culmination. Burdette isa 
carpenter, and had been planing lamber during 
the afternoon forthe proposed new store of 
Meersrs. Hand & Lindsey. Couch was out of 
town with a seining party on Keg creek, and 
came into town only a short time before the 
killing occurred. Burdette had quit work, had 
gone up the street, crossed to the opposite side 
and was sitting on the steps in front of L S§. 
Shephard’s store, talking with Mr, O, M. Floyd, 
who had killed a beef and was using Mr. 
Smith’s shop, next door, to dispose of it. 

THE FATAL QUARREL. 

While sitting therethey taw Couch approach- 
ing them, coming down on the same side of the 
strect from the direction of Hardy’s new livery 
stable, He had in his hand a piece of buggy 
back, which Mr. Floyd at firat thought was a 
gun,and turning to Burdette, he remarked 
that he guessed Couch was coming down to go 
on duty as watchman. Couch had been acting 
as watchman during the first part of the night 
for some time. Burdette made no reply. Couch 
came on, and just as he was about to pass Bur- 
dette and Floyd, turned suddenly and squarely 
around in front of Burdetie, saying in an ex- 
cited manner as he did so: 

“Burdette, you called ms3as—n of a b—h, 
and Iwill give you one mitiaie to take it 
back,”’ 

THE SHOTS FIRED. 

Before he finished the sentence he hai drawn 
a pistol from his hip pocket, and shot Bardette 
once before he could make repty or rise from 
his position, the ball going through the fleshy 
part of his left side just above the hip. As ho 
prepared for a second shot Burdette sprang up, 
end swirging the hatchetin his rigat® hand, 
turned his left side to Couch. The pistol crack- 
ed, the ball went crashing into Burdette’s body, 
just below the left nipple and. ranged around 
his chest, lodging somewhere under 
his right arm. Almost simultaneously 
with the shot, Burdette sent the 
blade of the hatchet crashing into Couch’s 
neck, severing the jugular vein. It cut its 
full width, sinking deep into his neck. Couch 
fired two shots after the stroke, one of which 
lodged in the right window of Shepherd’s 
store, the other cannot be found. Couch stag- 
gered from the sidewalk, making a semi circle 
beck to it in front of T. J. Smith’s shop, and 
there fell upon his face a dead man. Burdette 
crossed the street and laid down on the portico 
of Sasser’s store. 

BOTH WERE HEAVILY ARMED. 

Couch was doubtless armed on purpoze, bus 
whether his coming down the street and their 
meeting was accidental, is not knowa. [5 is 
reported that Burdette has been carrying 
the hatchet with which he killed him, back 


_ and forth from his work, to defend himself iu 


the event he was attacked. But whether this 
be the case, or whether by accident he happen- 
ed to be carrying the hatchet home for some 
purpose cavnot be ascertained. The fact re- 
mains, however, that when they met the one 
bad a pistol and the other a hatchet, and both 
weapons did deadly work. Couch leaves a 
wife and several little children. Bardette is 
in a precarious condition. It wasan unfortu- 
pate affair from beginning to end and the sal 
occurrence is deeply deplored by our peacefal 
citizens.

LEXINGTON, Ga,, May 12.—([Special.] —Oar 
citizens were quite indignant yesterday when 
they learned that the postoffice department had 
ordered Mr. D. H, Arnold, the mail carrier, to 
carry the mailto and from this place by the 
old schedule time, which was in vogue twenty- 
five years go.

/BLACKWOOD RELEASED 


AND RETURNED TO SOUTH CARO- 
LINA SOIL. 


Where He is Again Immediately Arrested by Offi- 
cers Whe Were in Waiting for Him, aud is 
Wow Corfived in Aiken Jail, to Await 
the Necessary Hequisiticon, SBtc. 


Avuausta, Ga, May 12.—[Special.]—-The 
Blackwood case wasagain taken up by Jadge 
Reney today, and the argument of Mr. Salem 
Dutcher, for Georgia, and Attorney General 
Earle for South Carolina, were heard. 

The substance of Mr. Datcher’s argumont 
was that under the petition of habeas corpus 
it is not nectssary for the court to inquire by 
what manner the arrest was made, If the re- 
turns show that the party is held under a legal 
warrant, that isif the state of Georgia held a 
proper warrant. He claimed that to bs the 
end of the inguiry,and the court must hold him 
for trial. 

On the ether hand, Attorney General Earl, 
for South Carolina, contended that while it is 
true the prisoner has no right to complain as 
to the manner of arrest, when heis held under 
legal warrant, yet the state from which he was 
kidnapped or illegally brought from, may and 
did complain, and county requires that if ille- 
gally arrested, he shall be discharged from ar- 
rest,and returned to the state from which 
taken. 

Judge Roney then delivered his decision, in 
which he said that he was compelled to hold 
that under the preponderance of evidence, that 
Blackwood did net voluntarily come to Ceor- 
gia, and he should, therefore, remand him to 
the Carolina authorities. Accordingly he, this 
afternoon, issued an order that Blackwood be 
delivered te the sheriffto be by him taken to 
South Carolina, and there released and dis 
charged from custody. 

Late this afternoon’ Deputy Sheriff Camp- 
bell took Blackwood to Sand Bar ferry, where 
he was released, but was immediately there- 
after arrested by Constables Spiers and Van- 
Dever, of South Carolina, an officer from Au- 
gusta having gone over ahead, and had the 
warrant for his arrest issued by Trial Justice 
Mason, of Beech Island. When arrested the 
constables left with him for Aiken, where he 
will be confined in jail untila requisition can 
be obtained from the governor of South Caro- 
lina.

NEW WORK STOOKS, 


Stocks as Reported at the New York Steck 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, May 12.—The improvement in 
the stock market still continued today,the advance 
being very slow but steady, subject however to 
frequent unimportant reactions, caused by realiza- 
tion of profits by traders. Speculation showed a 
Gecided broadening tendency, the number of 
stocks trading in being unusually large, while the 
business done was remarkably well distributed 
throughout. The active speculations of the day 
were in grangers, Vauderbilts, Western Unicn and 
Colorado Coal. In addition to the remarkably 
eood showing of railroads the feeling that the con: 
summation of the Baltimore and Ohio dealis now 
near has more to develop the confident feeling now 
existing in thestreet than any other known cause, 
Western Union attracted more attention, but its 
huctuations were extremely narrow for the amount 
of interest itakenin the stock. Late in the day 
Richmond and West Point took first place in the 
market, and under heavy buying made a material 
adyauce, all of which was gained inthe last two 
hours of business. Reading, while more animated 
than yesterday, was generally quiet, especially af- 
ter the first hour. North west was again remarka- 
bly strong, as was also Lake Shore, but the remain- 
der of the list, with the exception of Colorado 
Coal, were only moderately active, though pre- 
senting a firm front throughout the day. The 
opening was active and strong, although the ad- 
vances over last evening’s figures were by small 
fractions only.

A British bombshell exploded last night in 
the srmory of the Gate City Guard, which may 
'€ffect seriously the company’s European tour. 


The bombshell was in the shape of a letter | 


and acablegram from Minister Phelps, who 
represents the United States government at 
the court of St. James. 

The American minister, a few months ago, 
notified Mr. T. F. Bayard, secretary of the 
state at Washington, that the request of the 
Gate City Guard for permission to visit Eng- 
land, in uniform, was not presented to her 
majesty’s government because there was no 
precedent, and because an Irish company in 
Detroit, Michigan, had made a request to visit 
Ireland in 1584, and their request for per- 
mission was not formally presented, because it 
was intimated that such a request would not 
be granted. 

As soon as the Guard were notified of the 
action of Mr. Phelps they at once set to work to 
overcome the difficulty. Mr. Thos. P. Stovall, 
commissioner from America to the American 
exposition in London, was requested to write 
to the managers of the exposition and ask them 
to remove the obstacles to the guard’s visit. 
Mr. Stovall promptly opened correspondence to 
thisend. He was followed bya strong letter 
from Mayor Cooper to the Hon, J. S. Jeanes, 
chairman council of welcome, in which Mayor 
Cooper urged that no obstacle be permitted to 
prevent the Guard’s visit to England, stating 
that courtesies shown to the company would 
virtually be a compliment to the citizen sol- 
diery of the whole country, and representing 
further that the Guard will be the 

FIRST OF AMERICA’S VOLUNTEERS 
to cross the Atlantic, and their reception by 
other nations in Europe would be cordial and 
enthusiastic. This letter was acknowledged 
by Mr. Jeanes, who stated that he and his col- 
leagues had called on the home secretary, who 
promised them that everything would be done 
to have the Guard visit England, and thata 


conference with the foreign minister and Mr. . 


Phelps, the American ambassador, would be 
arranged. 

Mayor Cooper sent this letter to Captain 
Burke, who at once wrote an urgent letter to 
Mr. Phelps, in which he pictured the awkward 
position the Guard would be placed in, by re- 
ceiving the public recognition of continental 
governments, and wearing the uniform of 
American volunteers, and be denied the cour- 
tesy of visiting the American exposition, a 
purely American institutiox, uniess they 
would first ccnsent tp take from their persons 
every insignia of the national guard of the 
United States. 

THE MINISTE£R’S LATEST EPISTLE, 

The reply to this letter from Mr. Poelps was 
received day before yesterday and is as ful- 
lows: 

LEGATION OF THE UNSITED STATEs, London—To 
Captain Burke, commading Gate City Guard, At- 
lanta, Ga.—Sir: Iam directed by the minister to 
acknowledge the receipt of your letter of the 12th 
instant with reference to the desire of the Gate City 
Guard of Atlanta to visit thiscountry as a military 
organization. 

In reply, Mr. Phelps instructs meto say that he 
wegrets very mucb his inability to obtain for you 
the desired permission. I have the honor, to be, 
tir, your obedient servant. HENRY WHITE, 

Secretary of Legation.

THE MEETING LAST NIGHT. 

A large meeting of the company was held at 
their armoty last evening, at which many citi- 
zeng—-friends of the,organization—were present 
to copsider the unexpected aspect of affairs, 
Every face expressed disappointment and in- 
Gignation at what was regarded an affront to 
the company and indirectly to the people. It 
was obvious that owingto the nature of basi- 
ness connected with the tour that it was al- 
most impossible to carry out the arrangements 
unless the Guard were permitted to enter Eng- 
land. The published announcements made 
England a very important point in the tour— 
about eight days were to be spent at London—- 
and many excursionists, in different parts of 
the country, already prid 
for their tickets; the itinerary of the 
tour was complete; and to attempt to make a 
change at this time would result in intermina- 
ble confusion and pecuniary disaster. It was a 
serious question the boys had to meet, but they 
seemed to be more agitated at what looked like 
an affront to them they were at the pros- 
pect of a destruction of the labors of the past 
eight months spent in making the arrange- 
ments forthe tour. Their new uniforms have 
arrived and the tickets are paid for; in fact, 
they are ready to go—only waiting for the 15th 
of next month to march to the train. 

“Are we to accept the official courtesies of 
Belgium, France and Switzerland,” asked one 
ge “only to become suppliants of Eng- 

nd?’ 

‘Tt seems so,” remarked the chairman,

HE CUT OPEN A BOY’S SCALP. 


A Young Negro Charged With Maliciously 
Wounding a Boy With a Knife. 


“Here isa case of genuine, pure cussedness 
if there is such a thing,” said Sergeant White, 
leading a twenty-year-old negro boy secarely 
handcuffed into the city prison late yesterday 
afternoon. 

The boy’s names is Charles Hinton. 

The deed with which Hinton is charged in- 
dicates that Sergeant White is very near right 
in his estimate of it. On Sunday last Hinton 
was near Ponce de Leon springs and came upon 
a crowd of small negro boys who were passing 
the iime playing. None of the boys were over 
ten years of age, and when Hinton came up 
they were in no way molesting him. For 
some cause the big negro did not want the 
smaller ones to enjoy themselves and drove 
them away from their game by threat- 
ening to use & switch. The 
boys were afraid of Hinton and of course were 
quickly conquered by him. One of them, 
however, a six-year-old boy named Henderson, 
picked up a stone which he threw at Hinton. 
The stone went wide ofthe mark but so in- 
cersed the big negro that he started after the 
boy, who ran away. Hinton was a fair runner 
himself and after a short chase overtwok the 
small boy. While the race was going on Hin- 
ton drew from his pocket a small peuknife and 
when he caught the boy opened a little blade. 
He then placed the point of the knife against 
the child’s head just above the leftear and 
giving it a jerk cut the scalp open for three or 
four inchee, The wound was not a dangerous 
one but was quite ugly and bled profasely. 
The blood awoke Hinton to thedeed hehad 
doneand wheeling about he quickly disap- 
peared. The boy, frightened to death almost, 
hurried home to his mcther and told her what 
had occurred, The boy’s mother washed away 
the blood, and finding that the wound was 
only skin deep made no complaint until yes- 
terday morning, when she called at police 
headquarters and recounted the story. Some 
of the boys who were in the crowd knew Hin- 
ton, and from them Sergeant White, to whom 
the case had been entrusted, secured his rame 
and description. During the evening the aer- 
geant and Mounted Officer Phillips succeeded 
in locating Hinton and arrested him. Such,in 
substance, was the complaint against the pris: 
oner, but Hinton, after being locked up, de- 
nied every word of it, asserting that he had not 
been at Ponce de Leon upon the day in «i¢3- 
tion, 


A DRUGGIST’S ALCOHOL 


Druggists, to Come Before the Recorder. 


R. L. Palmer & Co., the druggist at No. 18 
Decatur street, in the Kimball house, were 
bocked at the city prison yesterday for viola- 
ting the prohibition law. The case was made 
by Detectives Aldridge and Reeves, who claim 
that the store has been selling alcohol contrary 
tolaw. They assert that they will have no 
trouble to establishthe charge. Dr. Palmer, 
whose name appears over the door, is out of the 
city, having been away fortwo montis. His 
partner, Dr. Townsend, is in charge of the 
store and the copy was served upon him by 
Captain Manley. The doetor was very much 
surprised when notified of the case and in re- 
sponse toa question by a CONSTITUTION re- 
porter last night, said:

Ina 
few seconds he was apparently asleep, and those 
about him began to discuss him. Melton heard 
allthat was said, and opening his eyes, asked 
Starnes to retract what he had said. Starnes de 
clined to do so, and in afew seconds the two men 
were quarreling. Finally Starnes put his left fist 
under Melton’s nose, atthesame time throwin 
his right hand towards his hip pocket. Melton di 
not preciate his position, and jerking out a 

ket); knife stabbed Starnes in the right side, 
ust above the hip, makingan ugly wound. The 
woman, thoroughly frightened, ran out of the 
rcom, and thetwo men /fally satisfied with what 
they had done quit. Starnes seeing his wound 
bleeding freely picked up his hat and went to his 
meat market near by. Hethensent for a physi- 
cian and Dr. Johnson responded. The doctor 
found the wound an ugly stab, but declined to say 
more than thatit was severe, reserving his de- 
cision until this morning, 'when he will call; and 
again examine the wound. 

After Starnes left the house Melton sat down 
and quietly awaited the result.

Their Tax Returns. 

Comptroller-General Wright isat present en- 
gaged in conside the tax returns of the 
Bell Telephone and Western Union Telegraph 
companits, some controversy having arisen 
over different features of these retarna. 

The Bell company in its return reports 1,933 
ofits instruments in operation in Georgia. 
From information which he has received the 
comptroller-general is of the opinion that this 
does not represent the true number of the 


-company’s instruments in use in Georgia, and 


he has, therefore, assessed the company ac- 
cordingly. The statutes provide that when a 
corporation of this kind makes what is believ- 
<d to be erroneous returns, the comptroller- 
general may correct themor make an assess- 
ment in accerdance with the best information 
at his command. This Captain Wright hasdone. 
The company has been notified of this action 
and has the right to ask for arbitration upon 
the points of difference. The Bell compan 
has not as yet made such request or demand, 
but will doubtless do so within the twenty 
days allowed by the statutes. 

The Western Union raises a nice point in the 
returns which it makes. The statutes beariag 
upon this subject require telegraph companies 
to pay a tax of one and one-half per cent upon 
the gross receipts of the business done in Geor- 
gia. The company in question files two sets of 
returns. The firstembraces what might be 
termed the purely Georgia business—business 
taken at Georgia points for other points iu the 
state. The second return shows the total 
amount of business taken at ia offices 
without reference to the destination of the 
messages. The company contends that the 
first of these two returns is the 
proper one for it to make, while 
the state authorities insist that the law plainly 
means that taxes shall be paid _—_ the gross 
receipts of offices in the state without any ref- 
erence to the destination of the business. In 
support of its claim, the company urges that 
the state has noright to tax reccipts earned 
beyond the limits of the state, even though it 
may originate in, and a large proportion of it 
be earned within the borders of the state. 

While in Augusta recently, the comptroller- 
general had a talk with Hon. John S. David- 
sop, attorney for the Western Union,whoasked 
that he be given a hearing before the comp: 
tro)ler-general makes his decision upon this 
point. Itis probably that he will be given an 
early opportunity to present his views to the 
comptroller-general and attorney-general in 
this city.
